Bolt Strikes

Rural Firemen 
Summoned to 
Underwood Farm 


A lightning bolt turned a 


barn into a blazing inferno 
-early today on a farm two 
miles west of Dixon. The 
barn contained more than 
1,000 bales of hay, but no live- 
stock was inside. 


The farm is occupied by Mr. and 


i^ Mm. Roy Underwood and farmed 
^* by Arthur Workman. The owner 


is Dr. T. G. Miller. Mrs. Under- 
wood heard the crash as lightning 
struck the barn. When she looked 
out the building was a mass of 
flames. 


Both rural fire trucks were sent 


to the scene but the roof had caved 
in before they arrived. They were 
unable to prevent destruction of 
the building and its contents. A 


<4j! large corn crib less than 10 .feet 


from the barn was scorched but 
lid not burn. 


The bolt struck about 6:45 a. 


m. but the fire in the hay is ex- 
pected to smoulder for at least 
two days, according t"o Fire Chief 
•John Quest. 
The barn was ap- 


proximately 25 by 40 feet in size. 
The hay was insured, Workman 
Raid. He could not estimate dam- 
age to the building. 
" No injuries resulted from the 


blaze. Eight rural firemen were 
on the scene. Water from the stor- 
age tank and a ditch was used. 


Later in the morning firemen on 


the scene allowed the smoulder- 
ing hay to burst into flames to 
reduce danger

U. N. COMMAND HEAD- 


QUARTERS, Korea—(AP)— 
Allied pilots today destroyed 
or damaged 14 Communist 
planes over northwest Korea 
in history's greatest day of 
all-jet battles. 


There were 256 jets in ac- 


tion. The number dwarfed all 
previous jet actions for a sin- 
gle day. 


Seventy-five Allied jets tan- 


gled with 120 Russian-type 
Migs in a roaring duel Wed- 
nesday morning over north- 
west Korea's. Mig Alley. 
It 


was the biggest single jet 
fight of all time. 


The U. S. Fifth air force said 


its pilots probably destroyed one 
Red jet and damaged four. 
It 


said no allied planes were lost. 


Then 24 American Thunderjets 


swooshed back into the MIG alley 
in the afternoon and clashed with 
25 MIGs.

air force: One MIG probably de- 
stroyed, eight damaged. It gave 
no report on the American planes. 
, The afternoon battle was joined 
at_.15,OOO.J! eet near. Slnanju.' £The 
"MlGs roared in fast and forced 
the Thiinderjcts to pettison their 
bomb loads before they had made 
their target runs. 


The big air action topped all 


previous jet battles for size. On 
April 12, a force of 72 Sabres and 
Thunderjets clashed with about 80 
MIGs. 


This was the second straight day 


of major jet battles. 


On Tuesday, Sabres shot down- 


five MIGs and damaged five more 
at a cost, the Fifth air force-said,

Higher Milk 
Prices on 
Way, Report 


WASHINGTON, (AP)—Higher 


milk prices are on the way in 
many sections of the country be- 
cause of drought-damaged pas- 
tures and increasing feed grain 
prices. The price hikes will aver- 
age about a cent a quart. 


The Agriculture department has 


under study requests or organized 
dairymen in many urban areas 
for increases in minimum prices 
which distributors must pay for 
fluid milk. 
* 


HM Authority 


The department has authority 


to set producer prices in about 40 
important urban markets, under 
terms of f e d e r a l 
marketing 


orders. These orders are designed 
to help stabilize prices and sup- 
plies of milk for mutual benefit 
of dairymen and consumers. 


Prices in these 40 markets gen- 


erally set the price pattern for 
other markets, through competi- 
tive influences. 


Normally, it costs more to pro- 


duce milk when cows are fed on 
grain and hay than %vhen they 
feed on grass. Dry weather in 
many areas, cspeciaJly in the east, 
south central and eastern north 
central states, has cut down on 
pasture feeding much earlier in 
the year than normal. 


Costs Rising 


As a consequence, officials said, 


dairy production costs are rising 
more than if pastures remained 
good. 


The department will grant in- 


creases in producer prices in mar- 
kets where it believes milk pro- 
duction would suffer otherwise. 
As it is, milk production is' run- 
ning slightly below last year's 
level, although there is a greater 
demand for dairy products. 


The department said retail milk 


prices now average about 22.3 
cents a quart or 2.2 cents more 
than a year ago. Producer prices, 
on the other hand, were said to 
average only about 1.5 cents more 
than a year ago.

Americans traditionally stand up for the underdog. It's 


an attitude that even some of their most stubborn foreign 
critics are forced grudgingly to admire. But it-has its pit- 
falls. 


A nation's character, just like an individual's, is rooted 


in adherence to sturdy moral principles. They must be lived 
by, and applied to others as a gauge. 


If they are not so used, there does not seem much point 


in having them. They are intended as guides to behavior, 
signposts along the way. Some of them are cast into law, 
while some have only the force of custom behind them. Thus 
to ignore them may mean both to flout the law and to shat- 
ter the structure of custom so vital to orderly human 
relations.

Americans quick to give their sympathy sometimes tend 


to overlook this. Surely anyone who breaks the moral code 
is entitled to a full measure of human compassion, even if 
he appears to be an incorrigible. But that compassion can- 
not safely go to the extreme of undermining individual or 
national morals. For they are our assurance of social order, 
of general justice for all. * 
* 
* 


For example, students at a New York college had their 


values out of focus last winter when they welcomed back as 
heroes some of the lads who admitted taking bribes ,in the 
big basketball scandal. The boys needed ^ympathy and un- 
derstanding, but they were not heroes. They had done wrong 
and they deserved punishment. 


Here and there the same sort of feeling is being stirred 


on behalf of the 90 West Point cadets charged with cheating 
on examinations. 
*

* 


There may indeed be over-emphasis on football at the 


military academy and elsewhere. The particular examina- 
tion system in question may put men to too severe a tempta- 
tion. Still other factors may enter. But basically you can- 
not escape the fact that the men did wrong according to a 
code of honor which they knew and understood. 


If a code is bad, the honorable course is to work for a 


change, not to break it. So long as the game is being played 
In accord with an agreed set of rules, you cannot condone 
wilful violations. 


Any other attitude encourages complete moral laxity. 


We already have too much of that in 1951 America, from the 
national government down to the individual family. 
* 
• • • 


Note the complacency that allows a man to stay in the 


house of representatives after he has been convicted of ac- 
cepting salary kick-backs from his staff. 


Note the bemused tolerance of high-placed officials to- 


ward morally improper conduct in several agencies of the fed- 
eral government. How many times this year have we heard 
the refrain: "I saw nothing wrong in it." Apparently even 
those who did don't propose to do much to correct matters. 
Or possibly they can't, because of public indifference. 


Note, too, an attitude which seems to penalize men who 


call transgressors to account, and reward those'who disre- 
gard the moral code. This can be found not only in Wash- 
ington and the big cities, but in smaller communities which 
are more concerned with "protecting their fair name" than 
they are with earning it. 


The massive evidence still mounting in this year of in- 


vestigations and sordid disclosures does not indicate an 
America in healthy moral condition. If we are to regain the 
moral stature we once had as a people and a country, we 
had better be more careful henceforth where we place our 
sympathies.

But there was a 
polite differing of emphasis. For 
his part, Face cautiously let it 
be known that when the stuff is 
ready, the army will want* it In 
quantity. 


McMahon, who in a senate 


speech last w»ek urged thai the 
nation get started now on.all-out 
atomic weapons production which 
he said would reduce the cost of 
conventional armament, renewed 
his plea last night in an address 
at a Federal Bar Association din- 
ner. 


Among other things, McMahon 


said the atomic energy commission 
has in being or in development 
"literally 
dozens" 
of 
different 


types and kinds of special pur- 
pose atomic weapons models. 


•"Wonder Weapons" 


He said "the so-called wonder 


weapons" he was talking about 
weren't just a gleam' in the eye 
of scientists but "down-to-earth" 
hardware, proven, demonstrated 
and confirmed" or proof-tested or 
about to be. 


McMahon 
had 
prepared 
his 


his speech before Lovett issued, 
at a Pentagon news conference, a 
statement which the secretary ex- 
plained was to answer misinterp- 
retations of what McMahon had 
meant in his last week's senate 
speech. 


"Recent publicity about new 


weapons, new developments in 
warfare, and 
optimistic state- 


ments on the military application 
of atomic energy have given the 
exaggerated impression that a 
quick, easy and inexpensive se- 
curity might now be at hand," 
Lovett said. 


Reports- Progress 


Over a seven-year period, he 


added, considerable progress has 
been made toward a "variety of 
new weapons" and particularly 
in the past year there have been 
marked results. The-Pentagon has 
"geared" its requests for carriers 
of these new weapons, "airborne 
and otherwise," to these develop- 
ments. He explained that because 
aircraft "now and for some time 
will represent the most efficient 
method of delivery" of atomic 
weapons the Defense department 
had asked for increased air power. 


No Magic Way 


"Many future weapons may be 


dramatically different from our 
present armaments," Lovett 
stated. "Meanwhile, however, we 
must rely on the proved, tested, 
and available models to win to- 
day's battles with men presently 
trained to use themt 


"Even in view of these new 


developments, there is no new, in- 
expensive, or magic way to win 
wars in the near future." 


JACOBY ON BRIDGE 


Many Ways to Play Strange Hand 


BV OSWALD JACOBY

"What is the right way to play 


this hand?" asks a Wichita fan. 
"Declarer actually won the first 
club with dummy's ace, drew three 
rounds^ of trumps, and cashed the 
three top hearts. If the hearts 
broke, he could concede a club and 
claim the rest. When the hearts 
broke badly, he finessed the jack 
of diamonds. This lost, and South 
actually went down two. 


"Was this South's best chance 


for the contract?" 


It is not the best play for the 


slam. South should take the first 
club with dummy's ace and then 
draw four rounds of trumps. Dum- 
my discards-a low heart on the 
fourth trump, but perhaps the de- 
fenders will have a little trouble. 
At this stage they can't be sure 
what the hand depends on. 


South next leads the jack of 


clubs from his hand. East wins 
and returns a heart (the best de- 
fense). Dummy wins with the 
king of hearts and returns a club 
for South to ruff with his last 
trump. Now South takes the ace 
and king of diamonds. 


By this time dummy is reduced 


to a diamond, the nine of-clubs, 
and one small heart. 


South has ace-queen-three of 


hearts. What three cards can West 
save? If he saves his fourth club, 
he can keep only two hearts, and 
South wins the rest. If West gives 
up his fourth club, dummy's nine 
Is good. 


This line of play would work if 


either defender had long hearts 
and also long clubs; or if either 
defender had long hearts and also 
the queen of diamonds. South 
makes his ' contract also if the 
hearts break 3-3. He may make it 
if one of the defenders discards un- 
wisely on the fourth trurnp. 


The combination of all these 


chances is better than relying on

NEW YORK—Ford Frick, the new "commtssioncr" of baseball 


is the Robert A. Taft of that ambiguous freak of our good society, 
a gentleman incapable of showy affectations and thoroughly qualified 
for'the highest responsibility in his field. 


Baseball, in the professional phase, which is 


almost all there is of it now, is no less an industry 
than steel or automobiles. The corporate struc- ?', 
ture of the Yankees, with their descending subsi- 
diaries and their severe efficiency in the business 
rooms, would convince the most poetic addict but , 
without necessarily disenchanting him. 


Like Frick during our years together in the 


press-coop, I had a sensitive ear for the clank of \ 
the turnstiles, but we could also relax and souse 
ourselves on the illusion of sport. The magnates 
or stockholders were forever trying our faith in 
baseball as the national game by acts of harsh, 
unfeeling commercialism as when Casey. Stengel hit two home runs 
on successive days to win for the Giants the only two games they 
did win in a World Series with the Yankees—and next year slid 
back to the minors, displaced by young Jimmy O'Connel. a.ch£^"»l 
bought from a Coast league club. The proprietors were always tor- 
turing us that way. 


Jn October, St. Louis or Washington would be frantic over a 


group of persons, all strangers to the town, employed by a soulless 
corporation to play baseball. 
Madmen rioted in the streets and 


hotel lobbies,' in self-induced and idiotic frenzies because" the Cardi- 
nals or Senators had won their respective first pennants. 
Few of 


these individuals had any prospect of seeing any of the games start- 
ing tomorrow and few of them had seen more than an occasional 
game during the season. "There was no television and radio was 
inefficient but the World Series was nevertheless a national gala 
unlike any other anywhere in the world. 
£ 


For many years, in small towns 


of the minor leagues, newspapers 
spent 
considerable 
money 
for 


those days, on mechanical score- 
boards with little figures, repre- 
senting names which were heroic 
to many millions, moving here and 
there as the play-by-play account 
came over the press association 
wires. Crowds blocked the streets 
and traffic was detoured. But the 
magnates never hesitated to dump 
a great man off his pedestal in 
cold contempt for public senti- 
ment in some trade or sale in- 
tended to improve ~ a club or, 
frankly, to reap a profit as when 
Connie Mack wrecked his first 
great team of athletics- 


Still the affection of the people 


is maintained for the game, as a 
game, and as a peculiar senti- 
mental treasure, and this notwith- 
standing some extraordinary and 
unnecessarily sordid impositions 
on them by the business side in 
recent years. One highly popular 
and successful executive got rich 
Scalping tickets. 


Frick comes to his office, the 


strange, artificial office of "com- 
missioner," at a time when his 
strong, honest, undramatic char- 
acter can be of great service. He 
is not a showman. 
Unlike the 


late Judge Landis. he will not 
make himself conspicuous. The 
judge was a gentleman, too, but 
he had a wide streak of ham, af- 
fectionately known as eccentric- 
ity, and his hat, his cotton poll, 
hte stick and his affected glower, 
constituted that which actors call 
fly-catching. He was horning into 
the act, distracting attention from 
the/players. Happy Chandler was 
another, a genial fellow and a 
fighter who first showed his cour- 
age when he stood across the desk 
from Roosevelt and told him that 
no man l i v i n g 
could forbid 


him to run for the Senate in Ken- 
tucky. 
Roosevelt, another show- 


man, 
had 
undertaken to rule 


Chandler out in the interest of the 
"party" as a whole. 


Few men defied him as Happy 


did and Happy defied him know- 
ing Roosevelt was a malicious fel- 
low" who would give him 
the 


works. Roosevelt did but Chand- 
ler nevertheless came back and 
when the job of baseball commis- 
sioner was vacant, Happy \<Js 
picked for his personality, his 
charm, not his ability nor, it must 
be admitted, his character. He was 
a stand-up man, to be sure, as he 
showed 
again in 
the incident 


which presently cost him his base- 
ball job. Happy had thrown Leo 
Durocher out of baseball for a 
whole season for reasons which 
would have justified his expulsion 
for life. 
Now he was starting 


after disreputable characters w^o 
had been allowed to buy into the 
business without the customary 
minimum requirements as to rep- 
utation. 
That brash attack was 


what threw him. Like the United 
States Senate, the magnates now 
insisted on a right to judge the 
moral qualifications of their own 
colleagues. 


Frick is not a dircct-actionist, 


but he will accomplish Happy's 
purpose without notoriety. ^{*e 
will get itdone for he is an 'up- 
right man and he has more gen- 
uine sensitive feeling for base- 
ball as an institution than any of 
the men who voted to give him 
the job of restoring public con- 
fidence in their business. 


The likeness of Frick to Taft 


and the analogy of their situations 
is striking. Many Americans, in- 
cluding many self-important Re- 
publicans long used to gaudy c<jv-- 
duct as a substitute for honor, 
ability and dignity, arc afraid to 
take a chance on Taft. The mag- 
nates of the baseball business had 
better sense.

Treatment of Sciatica 
Varies With the Cause 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M. U. 


There must be thousands of 


people each year who suffer for 
the first time from sciatic pain. 
For example, Mrs. B. G. writes:1 
"What is the best treatment for 
sciatica? I have had injections, 
but the pain is still there and 
numbness starts from the foot 
and goes up my leg. Also is 
there any definite cure for this 
and what is its cause?" 


Mrs. G. describes typical sciatic 


pain, but she does not compain as 
much as she has a right to; some- 
times the pain can be very bad 
indeed!1 "Sciatica" is a term used 
to describe pain along the course 
of the sciatic nerve rather than a 
disease. 


This nerve runs down the back 


of the leg from the buttocks to 
the heel. Many different things 
can irritate the sciatic nerve and 
cause pain. 


Some doctors claim that most 


cases of "sciatic neuritis" are 
caused by a hernia or rupture of 
the cartilage-like substance which 
lies between the vertebrae 
or 


small bones of the spinal column. 


This substance is called the nu- 


cleus pulposus. At any rate th<ye 
Is no doubt that .many cases of 
pain in the sciatic nerve have 
been relieved by the surgical 
treatment of this rupture. 


Pain in the sciatic nerve also 


many come from conditions else- 
where in the body. Such diseases 
as diabetes, certain kinds of vita- 
min deficiencies and rheumatic 
conditions produce sciatic pain. 


Infection in an abscessed tooth 


or diseased tonsils Elso cause scia- 
tica. In such cases removal of 
drainage of the infected areas 
often brings relief although many 
disappointments can be expected. 


When the sciatic nerve is sub- 


jected to pressure from some- 
thing in or near the spins itself, 


sciatic pain may result. Any dis- 
order of the lower back, for 
example, can cause sciatica. 


VARIOUS REMEDIES 
., 


Too often no cause can be foimC, 


Sometimes the injection of a local 
anesthetic or salt solution re- 
lieves the pain. Manipulation to- 
gether with other measures of 
physical therapy, such as heat or 
diathermy may be helpful. X-ray 
treatments and special exercises 
have been used successfully in 
some of the more difficult cases. 


Whatever the cause sciatica is 


likely to be extremely painful- 
Until more is learned about what 
brings on the more obscure types, 
it will be difficult to treat success- 
fully all cases of this distressing 
and painful condition. The only 
thing Mrs. G. -can be told is to 
keep on trying.

senate today voted down 54 to 33, 
a proposal to make corporations 
pay higher taxes on all of their 
1951 income. 


The vote sustained the finance 


committee in fixing April 1 as the 
effective date for higher corpora- 
tion income levies 'in the senate's 
$5,506,000.000 tax 
bill. Senator 


Lehman (D-Lib-NY) had sought 
to make the increase retroactive 
to last Jan. 1 as in the house 
measure. 


Lehman estimated the April 1 


date would save corporations $500,- 
000,000 in the first year's opera- 
tions under the new tax schedule. 


The house, in passing its $7,- 


200,000,000 tax bill, set Jan. 1 for 
the start of the five percentage 
points increase in the corporation 
levy. The senate finance group 
went along with that boost but 
shifted the effective date. 


The senate vote was a defeat for 


a bloc of 15 senators trying to 
raise the tax boost to the $10,000,- 
000,000 level sought by President 
Truman. It was the first of 16 
amendments sponsored by their 
group to be called up. v 


Chairman George (D-Ga) of the 


finance committee contended the 
U. S. now has "the highest cor- 
poration taxes in the world" and 
should try to levy them as equit- 
ably as possible.

Massachusetts, t h e Democratic 
leader, has come out openly for an 
increase to $25,000 a year.

Truman Extends Censorship to 
Agencies With War Secrets 


WASHINGTON, (AP) — Dis- 


claiming any intent to keep legiti- 
mate news from the public, Presi- 
dent Truman has extended a sys- 
tem of government curbs designed 
to deny information of military 
value to potential enemies. 


Some newspaper executives pro- 


tested the effect would be some 
suppression of news, although Mr. 
Truman said the sole intent of his 
executive order is to guard against 
disclosure "harmful to the secur- 
ity of the United States."
